It is an outstanding plant in that it 
draws the attention of all who visit the nursery and is greatly admired 
for its brilliant foliagee The foliage is darker than any red Japanese 
Maple. The plant is adaptable for use as a lawn specimen especially in 
locations where the Japanese Maple is not hardy. Royal Purple is the 
only purple Smokebush to receive a Certificate of Merit from the Royal 
Horticultural Societye
